SAMOAN COSTUMES. 


M ode W ith n H atch et, a Club a n d a 
Rot o f P ain t. 
In tho south seas dresses are made 
with a hatchet, a club and a pot of 
paint. 
Eve y •housewife is her own 
robe and habit maker. When she feels 
the need of a new gown, she goes and 
chops down a tree. When lier husband 
needs a new suit, she chops down an­ 
other tree. That is easy, for men and 
women are clad exactly alike1—a plain 
fold of cloth caught about tile waist 
and hanging loosely to the knee or 
shin. The races inhabiting the islands 
of the tropical Pacific are almost alone 
In having no idea of tile loom and tile 
various arts of the spinner and weaver. 
This lack is undoubtedly due to tile 
natural provision of material which 
renders a woven cloth unnecessary to 
this primitive people. The only fabric 
used in that part of the world is a 
crude, tough paper made of h ast The 
tree from which the material is derived 
is the paper mulberry, or Broussonetia 
papyrifera, which is grown in planta­ 
tions under the sole charge of women 
and is also found wild in all parts of 
the islands. 
In archipelagoes so high­ 
ly advanced as Samoa and Tonga, 
where women have none of the coarser 
work to do, tile entire care of the mul­ 
berry plantations rests with the wom­ 
en of each village. 
The trees are planted closely to in­ 
sure a spindling growth without lat­ 
eral branches. 
The plant will grow 
from seed. In such a climate there is 
no difficulty about getting things to 
grow, but experience bas shown that 
better results follow the planting of 
twigs from the sturdier wild trees. In 
about three years from planting the 
tree, will be in the best condition for 
the clothmaker*. 
In that time it will 
attain a height of twelve feet or more, 
and the trunk will have a uniform di­ 
ameter of rather less than two inches. 
About four feet of the trunk is waste 
arid not available for tile particular 
purpose for which tile tree is grown; 
the first two feet from the base is too 
tough to work well, and the two feet 
at the top is too soft. 
lf the tree is 
properly grown and left to mature, 
there will be available for the cloth. 
Duiker a stick of eight feet in the clear 
and as straight as a measuring rod, 
without knots or branches and of uni­ 
form girt ii throughout — New York 
Tribune.

THE LEGION OF HONOR ANO HOW 


IT W AS FOUNDED.

F ran ce ow es th e Legion o f H onor td 
Napoleon. 
All orders of chivalry had 
been abolished by the revolution aud 
had left a gap w hich it w as not easy to 
OD, 
‘‘They are m ere geegaw s,” said 
Monge, the chem ist, who had tau g h t 
th e revolutionists how to m ake gun­ 
pow der out of p laster of paris. 
“Gee­ 
gaw s, if you w ill,” the first consul a n ­ 
sw ered, “b u t people like them . 
Let us 
approach th e question fran k ly . 
All 
men are enam ored ot decorations-- 
th e French m ore th an any. T hey post j 
tively hunger for them , an d th ey have j 
alw ays done so.” 
T his w as a t M alm alson In 1802. 
In 
M ay th e consoil d’e ta t w as invited to 
consider th e project of th e In stitution 
of th e Legion of H onor. 
It w as ridl- | 
culed by m any, notably by M oreau, 
w ho as victor of H ohenlinden w as bit- ! 
terly jealous of th e victor of M arengo. 
A t a dinner p arty he sent for his cook 
and said to him in th e presence of his i 
guests: “ Michel, I am pleased w ith | 
your dinner. 
You have indeed distln 
guished yourself. 
I will aw ard you a 
saucepan of honor.” 
Mine. de Stael 
w as also satirical upon the su b je c t j 
“Ah, one of th e decorated?” she used 
to ask each guest who w as show n into i 
her salon. 
B ut N apoleon had gauged hum an na­ 
tu re correctly. 
His Legion of H onor 
did m eet a felt w ant, and it w as defi­ 
nitely inaugurated on Ju ly 14. 1804. 
Am ong the em inent men of science 
au d men of letters on whom It w as 
th en bestow ed w ere included Laplace, 
th e m athem atician; Lalande, the as­ 
tronom er; Cuvier, the n atu ralist, and 
Legouve, the poet. 
T he m ost notable 
nam e om itted w as th a t of B ernardin 
de S t Pierre, ju s t then in disgrace for 
cham pioning Mule. de Stnel, whom Na* 
poleon had banished, but bd got the 
decoration late r on the en treaty of 
Queen llo rten se. 
A fter Jen a G oethe w as decorated. A 
little late r high prom otion In the order 
w as given to G eneral L am arque, to 
w hom Sir H udson Low e had su rren d er­ 
ed a t Capri. “ W hat did you do w ith 
him ?” asked Napoleon. "T he king df 
N aples had him exchanged for a N ea­ 
politan general who w as a prisoner in 
Sicily.** 
“Very w ell; there is no harm 
in letting this E nglish colonel go. He 
is not dangerous.” 
It seem s not un­ 
likely th a t Sir H udson Low e rem em ­ 
bered th is sarcasm w hen be w as N a­ 
poleon’s jailer a few years afte rw a rd 
A fter Napoleon’s dow nfall the ques ; 
tion of suppressing th e Legion of Hon- 
or arose. C hateaubriand, whom N apo­ 
leon bad not decorated, strongly urged 
its abolition. So did l’uzzo di Borg®. ! 
M arshals Victor, M arm out and Mac­ 
donald opposed. A fter debate it w as 
decided to recognize and retain the or­ 
der, not on any high m oral or patriotic 
grounds, 
b u t because Louis X V III, 
could not afford to m ake him self more 
unpopular th an he w as already by 
stripping people of their decorations. 
C hateaubriand and L am artine consent­ 
ed to accept the red ribbon, but it w as 
also conferred upon a g reat num ber of 
w orthless personages and so brought 
Into contem pt. 
T here have been m any Legion of I 
H onor scandals since those days, but 
one of them surpasses all the others in 
m agnitude. T his is, of course, th e W il­ 
son scandal, the history of w hich, 
though intricate, is w orth recalling. 
T he trouble m ay be said to have be­ 
gun on the day on w hich Mile. Allee 
G revy fell in love w ith an opera singer 
who need not be m entioned here, lie 
w anted to m arry her, and she w anted 
to m arry him, aud the papers w ere be­ 
ginning to couple the tw o nam es In a 
m aim er m ost em barrassing to the pres­ 
ident of th e republic. T he president, 
however, sent the opera singer about j 
bis business and found bis d au g h ter 
another husband, not a very good hus­ 
band, but the best husband lie could 
procure on the spur of the m om ent 
H is choice fell upon M. D aniel W ilson, 
w ho bad long been one of M. G revy’s 
political supporters and w as a financier . 
of sam e m ark. 
No sooner w as M. W ilson established 
a t the Elysee th an he proceeded to en­ 
rich him self by various m eans. Am ong 
other things, he founded a paper called 
Le M oniteur de l’E xposltion U niver­ 
s e ^ * w hich really covered a traffic in < 
decorations. 
T he w hole story cam e 
out in a state trial to w ard the end of 
1887. 
It w as proved th a t W ilson had i 
m ade a reg u lar practice of selling th e 
Legion of H onor, or, rath er, of Invit­ 
ing people w ho w anted It to bribe him 
to use his influence to obtain it for 
them . 
H is overtures w ere presented 
through his .jackals, G enerals d’Aud- 
lan and Cafferel and Mmes. Lim ousin 
and Itatazzi, and the w hole p a rty had 
to stand In th e dock together. 
W ilson w as sentenced to tw o y ears’ 
im prisonm ent, a fine of 3,000 fran cs 
and five y ears’ deprivation of civil 
rights. 
H e appealed, and th e court of 
cassation annulled th e judgm ent. T he 
Accused, said the judges, w as obvious­ 
ly guilty of everything th a t he w as 
charged w ith, b u t a s his offenses w ere 
not anticipated by any punitive law bo 
could not be punished. 
So he retired 
to tile country and tried to live dow n 
his bad nam e. 
As he ultim ately got 
him self elected consciller general, one 
m ust suppose th a t he succeeded in th is 
o b je c t—P all Mall G azette.
